Another vital, difference is to be found in 


the fact that not even the French chauvinists led by Raymond 
Poincare and others really cherish aggressive designs against 
their neighbors. 
Poincare uses bellicose words, but actually 


Poincare is as weak as an American yellow journalist. 


The explanation of the conduct of the French government 


is to be found in the feelings of a considerable section of the 
French people. That in turn is explicable to those who remem- 
ber the America of the period immediately following the civil 
war. 
The ideals which Lincoln held before the Union forces 


were akin to those for which France and all associated with her 
fought in the world war. Yet when the civil war was won and 
when Lincoln was removed from the scene the American gov- 
ernment stood for policies too ignoble to find any defenders in a! 
generation remote from the passion and bitterness and fatigue 
of that era. So is it in France. A nation cannot pour fourth its 
blood and treasure as France did, a people cannot sacrifice for 
ideals as the French did, without suffering a tremendous re- 
action. 


The United States had to struggle out of the materiality of 


the post-civil war reconstruction period, and France will have to 
do likewise. 
It does no good to be impatient. 
Certainly it 


would be folly and crime to make the present mood of the 
French government the excuse for a renewal of competitive 
building. 
If this conference must adjourn without an agree- 


ment on the submarine question, let it be so. Another confer- 
ence may be called, and by that time events, which move so 
swiftly and with such force, may have applied their logic to 
the situation. It may even soon be found that after their own 
native fashion the French have been merely seeking a bargain 
and that their naval ambitions are but a cover for other plans 


Whatever may be the explanation, the world can afford 


to wait for France. By the grimmer sacrifice ever exacted of 
humanity Frenchmen have earned that.

that the administration had decided upon a ship subsidy plan 
to be presented to congress. According to Mr. Lattker, who 
issued his denial after a conference with President Harding, 
five boards of experts have been working upon shipping plans 
and no one of them has yet reported. The news dispatch ap- 
pears to have been based upon a rough outline arrived at by 
one of the boards, but not formally submitted. 


Yet this outline probably indicates the form that subsidy 


proposals will take. Its devices are the obvious ones. 
It is 


suggested tha± ships still in the hands of the Shipping Board be 
sold at the world market rates to American operators. This is 
a direct gift, since the board could almost certainly realize a 
larger return by waiting for a year or two. A second proposal 
is for a loan fund of $100,000,000, bearing interest at 5 per cent 
A third is for the deduction from income tax returns of a per- 
centage of freight paid by shippers in American bottoms and a 
larger allowance for depreciation of ships. A fourth is gov- 
ernment insurance, which, after the government had stood the 
initial expense, would revert to the private owners. The fifth is 
a provision that at least half of the annual immigration miist 
-ome in American ships. Finally, an out-and-out subsidy to cost 
134,000,000 for the fiscal year 1922-1023 is suggested 


The disguises under which the gift of the taxpayers to the 


ship owners masquerade in this plan are sometimes'ingenious 
but the gift is there just the same. Every cent of benefit de- 
rived by ship owners from any such legislation will come out of 
the taxpayer's pocket or out of tho pocket of the ultimate con- 
sumer. No political palaver can hide this fact. 


Possibly the American people want a merchant marine 


badly enough to pay for it. The actual cost per capita of equal- 
izing competitive conditions between our ships and British 
ships is not very great.
